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he  continuing  presence  of  historic 
properties  in  Massachusetts  immeasurably  en- 
hances the  quality  of  our  lives;  they  help  to  estab- 
lish our  sense  of  place  and  to  define  the  very 
character  of  our  communities. 

To  meet  the  challenge  of  preserving  this  important 
heritage,  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission 
(MHC)  was  established  by  the  legislature  in  1963* 
to  identify,  evaluate,  and  protect  important  histori- 
cal and  archaeological  assets  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  Commission  consists  of  18  members  ap- 
pointed from  various  disciplines  who  serve  as  the 


State  Review  Board  for  state  and  federal  preserva- 
tion programs. 

The  professional  staff  of  the  Commission  includes 
historians,  architects,  archaeologists,  geographers, 
and  preservation  planners.  The  state's  preserva- 
tion programs,  as  described  in  this  brochure,  are 
administered  through  MHC's  Preservation  Plan- 
ning, Grants,  Public  Information,  and  Technical 
Services  Divisions. 

The  MHC  is  the  office  of  the  State  Historic  Preser- 
vation Officer,  as  well  as  the  office  of  the  State 
Archaeologist.

Preservation 
Planning  Division 


Since  its  inception  in  1963,  MHC  has  worked 
closely  with  local  preservation  groups.  The  majority 
of  the  communities  in  the  Commonwealth  now 
benefit  from  preservation  programs.  The  Preserva- 
tion Planning  staff  is  responsible  for  assisting  and 
encouraging  local  groups  to  become  strong  advo- 
cates for  historic  preservation  planning. 


Survey 

The  first  step  in  a  community's  preservation  plan- 
ning process  is  to  identify,  describe  and  locate 
buildings,  structures,  objects,  areas,  burial  grounds, 
landscape  features,  and  sites  that  are  of  historical, 
architectural,  or  archaeological  importance  to  the 
community,  the  state,  or  the  nation.  A  comprehen- 
sive inventory  of  a  town's  historical  assets  serves  as 
the  basis  for  all  future  preservation  activities.  This 
inventory  becomes  part  of  a  statewide  inventory 
and  enables  MHC  staff  and  local  preservationists  to 
make  consistent  and  informed  preservation  deci- 
sions. MHC  maintains  a  statewide  survey  at  the 
reconnaissance  level  in  order  to  formulate  a  broad 
context  for  evaluating  the  significance  of  historic 
and  prehistoric  properties. 

Presently  the  MHC  is  entering  the  statewide  inven- 
tory into  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Resource 
Information  System  (MACRIS),  an  interactive 
computerized  database.  MACRIS  provides  better 
access  to  the  information  on  these  files.

Local  Historical  Commissions 

Established  by  a  vote  of  the  town  or  city  govern- 
ment, a  Local  Historical  Commission*  (LHC)  is  the 
municipal  agency  responsible  for  ensuring  that 
preservation  concerns  are  considered  in  commu- 
nity planning  and  development  decisions.  Over 
340  LHCs  across  Massachusetts  are  already  estab- 
lished and  working  closely  with  the  MHC.  They 
serve  as  local  preservation  advocates  and  as  an 
important  resource  for  information  about  their 
community's  cultural  resources  and  preservation 
activities.

Certified  Local 
Government  Program 

The  Certified  Local  Government  Program*  (CLG)  is 
a  unique  partnership  that  provides  a  close  integra- 
tion of  federal,  state,  and  local  preservation  activi- 
ties. Communities  that  have  enacted  historic 
preservation  legislation  are  eligible  to  apply  to 
MHC  for  certification.   By  extending  state  and 
federal  programs  at  the  local  level,  the  CLG  pro- 
gram allows  communities  to  participate  directly  in 
the  review  and  approval  of  National  Register 
nominations.  CLGs  are  eligible  to  compete  for  at 
least  10  percent  of  the  federal  funds  allocated  to 
MHC.

Local  Historic  Districts 

A  Local  Historic  District*  (LHD)  is  established  and 
administered  by  a  community  to  protect  the  dis- 
tinctive characteristics  of  important  areas,  and  to 
encourage  new  structural  designs  that  are  compat- 
ible with  the  area's  historic  setting.   A  District 
Study  Committee  is  appointed  to  conduct  a  survey 
of  the  area  and  to  prepare  a  preliminary  report  for 
local  and  state  review.  A  final  report  is  then 
submitted  to  the  local  governing  body  for  approval 
of  the  local  historic  district  ordinance  or  by-law. 
Once  a  LHD  is  established,  a  Local  Historic  District 
Commission  (LHDC)  is  appointed  to  review  all 
applications  for  exterior  changes  to  properties 
within  the  district.  This  design  review  process 
assures  that  changes  to  properties  will  not  detract 
from  the  district's  historic  character.  Review 
criteria  are  determined  by  each  city  and  town  and 
vary  for  each  local  district.

National  Register 
of  Historic  Places 


The  National  Register  of  Historic  Places*  (NRHP) 
documents  and  records  the  nation's  important  and 
irreplaceable  buildings,  sites,  structures,  objects, 
and  districts  worthy  of  protection.   Based  on  local 
and  state  surveys,  nominations  to  the  NRHP  are 
generally  initiated  by  the  local  historical  commis- 
sion, which  works  with  MHC  staff  to  prepare  the 
form.  Nominations  are  then  reviewed  by  the  MHC 
State  Review  Board  at  a  public  meeting  and  for- 
warded to  the  Keeper  of  the  National  Register  for 
approval. 

Listing  on  the  NRHP  recognizes  the  value  of  our 
nation's  historical  and  cultural  heritage  and  pro- 
vides a  basis  for  making  informed  planning  and 
development  decisions.  NRHP  status  places  no 
constraints  on  what  owners  may  do  with  their 
property  when  using  private  funding.  While  the 
NRHP  is  not  a  design  review  program,  it  does 
provide  limited  protection  from  state  and  federal 
actions,  as  well  as  eligibility  for  matching  state  and 
federal  restoration  and  research  grants  (when 

available)  and  certain 
federal  tax  benefits  for 
certified  rehabilitation 
projects.

State  Register  of  Historic  Places 

The  State  Register  of  Historic  Places*  (SRHP)  was 
created  to  serve  as  a  master  list  of  designated 
historic  properties  in  the  Commonwealth  and  to 
provide  an  added  measure  of  protection  to  these 
properties.   Properties  are  included  on  the  State 
Register  if  they  are:  listed  in  or  determined  eligible 
for  listing  in  the  NRHP;  within  local  historic  dis- 
tricts; local,  state,  and  national  landmarks;  state 
archaeological  landmarks;  or  properties  with 
preservation  restrictions.  The  SRHP  serves  as  a 
guide  for  developers  and  state  agencies  in  order  to 
determine  whether  a  state  funded,  permitted,  or 
licensed  project  will  affect  historic  properties.  The 
State  Register  review  process  was  modeled  closely 
after  the  federal  review  process  (outlined  under 
the  Technical  Services  Division  section  of  this 
brochure),  and  ensures  that  State  Register  proper- 
ties will  not  inadvertently  be  harmed  by  activities 
supported  by  state  agencies.

Grants  Division 


Survey  and  Planning  Grants 

Survey  and  Planning  Grants  provide  50  percent 
matching  federal  funds  for  the  preparation  of 
community  surveys,  preservation  plans,  prepara- 
tion of  historic  district  studies  and  legislation, 
archaeological  surveys,  nominations  to  the  Na- 
tional Register,  and  educational  preservation 
programs. 

Eligible  applicants  are  local  historical  commissions, 
Certified  Local  Governments,  local  and  state 
agencies,  educational  institutions,  and  private 
organizations. 


Economic  incentives  for  historic  preservation  and 
rehabilitation  serve  to  stimulate  research  and 
preserve  our  historic  properties.  The  MHC  adminis- 
ters a  federal  grants-in-aid  program  for  survey  and 
planning  projects  as  well  as  a  state  matching  grant 
program  for  restoration,  rehabilitation,  and  re- 
search of  properties  listed  in  the  State  Register. 
When  funds  are  available,  reimbursement  grants 
are  awarded  annually  through  a  competitive 
application  process. 


Massachusetts  Preservation 
Projects  Fund 

In  years  when  the  Commonwealth  authorizes 
funds,  monies  are  available  for  the  restoration, 
rehabilitation,  stabilization,  and  documentation  of 
historic  and  archaeological  properties  owned  by 
municipalities  or  nonprofit  organizations.  Through 
the  Massachusetts  Preservation  Projects  Fund*, 
50  percent  matching  grants  are  available  to  qualify- 
ing properties  listed  on  the  State  Register  to  ensure 
their  physical  preservation. 

A  highlight  of  this  unique  program,  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  the  nation,  is  the  option  applicants  have  to 
apply  for  up  to  75  percent  of  the  total  project  cost 
if  they  are  willing  to  commit  an  additional 
25  percent  toward  an  endowment  fund  for  long- 
range  preservation  and  maintenance  of  the  prop- 
erty. 

Scopes  of  work  for  projects  range  from  the  acquisi- 
tion of  an  endangered  property,  to  the  restoration 
of  an  historic  building,  to  research  projects  such  as 
historic  structures  reports,  archaeological  data 
recovery  projects,  or  study  of  innovative  preserva- 
tion techniques.

Preservation  Restrictions 

Preservation  Restrictions*  protect  historic  and 
archaeological  properties  from  changes  that  may 
be  inappropriate.  A  Preservation  Restriction 
(easement)  on  a  property  restricts  present  and 
future  owners  from  altering  a  specified  portion  of 
that  building,  structure,  or  site.  A  restriction  can 
run  for  a  few  years  or  in  perpetuity  and  may  be 
included  as  part  of  the  property  deed.  Preserva- 


tion restrictions  can  be  donated  or  purchased  by  a 
government  body  or  private  preservation  organiza- 
tion and  are  enforced  by  the  holder  of  the  restric- 
tion. 

Charitable  donations  of  easements  on  historical 
buildings  or  archaeological  sites  may  qualify  for 
federal  income  tax  deductions.

Public  Information  Division 


Through  the  MHC's  public  information  program, 
the  preservation  community  and  general  public  is 
kept  up  to  date  on  all  new  preservation  policies, 
laws,  programs,  and  activities.  A  quarterly  news- 
letter, covering  significant  preservation  develop- 
ments, related  local,  state,  and  national  news,  as 
well  as  events  taking  place  in  the  preservation 
community,  is  published  by  the  Public  Information 
Division.   In  addition,  technical  information  is 
available  through  a  number  of  MHC  publications. 
MHC  staff  members  are  available  to  speak  about 
preservation  issues  and  related  topics  at  work- 
shops and  conferences.  To  augment  the  aware- 
ness of  preservation  activities  in  the  Common- 
wealth, MHC  sponsors  an  annual  Preservation 
Awards  ceremony  during  Preservation  Month, 
which  honors  outstanding  preservation  achieve- 
ments. The  Public  Information  Division  also 
organizes  and  hosts  various  local  events  com- 
memorating National  Register  designations  across 
the  Commonwealth.

Technical  Services  Division 


The  Technical  Services  Division  staff  provide  a  wide 
range  of  technical  preservation  assistance  to  public 
agencies,  communities,  and  the  public. 

Historic  Preservation 
Certification 

The  federal  tax  incentive  program*  has  encouraged 
private  investment  and  rehabilitation  of  historic 
properties  and  has  been  particularly  valuable  to 
Massachusetts.  This  program  allows  owners  of 
National  Register  buildings  in  commercial,  indus- 
trial, or  rental  residential  uses  to  qualify  for  a 
20  percent  Investment  Tax  Credit,  in  effect  a 
20  percent  rebate,  based  on  rehabilitation  costs. 
These  credits  help  pay  for  the  unique  costs  associ- 
ated with  rehabilitations  of  historic  properties  and 
have  convinced  otherwise  skeptical  investors  of 
the  value  of  historic  buildings. 


The  National  Park  Service  certifies  rehabilitation, 
and  the  MHC  Technical  Services  staff  advises  and 
assists  owners  during  the  application  and  review^ 
process.  This  assistance  has  inspired  tremendous 
interest  in  the  program  in  Massachusetts  and  has 
ensured  a  consistently  high  rate  of  approvals. 

Applications  should  be  submitted  to  MHC  before 
rehabilitation  work  begins  in  order  to  receive  the 
most  useful  advice  and  best  results.

Environmental  Review 
and  Public  Planning 

As  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office,  the  MHC 
acts  as  liaison  to  federal,  state,  and  local  develop- 
ment agencies  such  as  the  Federal  Highway  Ad- 
ministration, the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  and  the  Massachusetts  Indus- 
trial Finance  Agency.  The  MHC  is  authorized  by 
state  and  federal  law*  to  review  and  comment  on 
certain  state  and  federally  licensed,  permitted,  or 
funded  projects  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
proposed  project  will  have  an  impact  on  historic  or 
prehistoric  properties.  This  review  process  gener- 
ally begins  during  the  early  stage  of  the  planning 
process  when  the  federal  or  state  agency  contacts 
the  MHC.    If  it  is  determined  that  the  project 
poses  a  threat  to  a  historic  property  within  the 
proposed  project  impact  area,  then  project  propo- 
nents and  the  MHC  jointly  explore  alternatives  to 
eliminate,  minimize,  or  mitigate  any  damaging 
effects.  MHC's  environmental  review  programs 
have  been  successful  in  resolving  historic  preserva- 
tion disputes. 

Archaeological  excavations  on  public  lands  are 
overseen  by  the  State  Archaeologist*,  whose 
permits  ensure  that  these  important  resources  are 
properly  conserved.  The  State  Archaeologist  also 
reviews  development  projects  that  affect  archaeo- 
logical properties  and  negotiates  solutions  to 
protect  the  sites.

Oldest  archaeological  site  in  Massachusetts:  Bull  Brook,  a 
Paleolndian  campsite  dated  to  9,3  00  years  ago,  was  destroyed 
in  the  1950 's  by  a  gravel  quarry  operation. 

Different  types  of  archaeological  sites: 

Burial:     Single,   isolated  individual  burial  is  the  most 
frequent  type  of  burial  found.     Unmarked  burial  grounds 
with  multiple  individuals  are  more  rare. 

Habitation :  Temporary     camps     and     more  long-term 

occupations  such  as  villages. 

Special  Activity  Sites:  Stone  Quarry  -  an  outcrop  of 
stone  where  stone  was  obtained  from  tool  manufacture; 
Shell  Midden  -  a  heavy  concentration  of  shells  discarded 
in  a  heap  or  buried  in  a  pit. 

Archaeological  Periods: 

Paleolndian  (12  to  9,0  00  years  ago)  -  Big  game  hunters 
and  gatherers 

Archaic  (9  to  3,000  years  ago)  -  Further  divided  into 
"Early",  "Middle"  and  "Late"  periods  -  very  nomadic 
people  exploiting  a  wide  variety  of  natural  resources;

1 .  Wb}'  are  bones  sometimes  found?  ''^ 
In  Massachusetts,  many  unmarked  graves  exist 
without  gravestones,  fences,  tombstones,  or  other 
surface  indications  of  their  presence. ;  These  are 
chiefly  the  graves  of  preliistoric  and  historic  Indians, 
which  may  never  have  been  marked  at  all;  and 
graves  which  had  been  identified  at  one  time  in  the 
past,  but  the  markings  are  no  longer  visible.  As  a 
result,  bones  are  often  found  during  ordinaiy 
ground  disairbance  activities  such  as  the  constmc- 
tion  of  new  homes,  utilities,  or  roads;  in  the  agricul- 
tural or  industrial  use  of  a  site;  or  the  excavation  of 
sand  or  gravel  borrow.  Bones  are  also  sometimes 
found  eroding  out  of  areas  exposed  by  natural 
erosion,  floodwater  scouring,  or  sand  dune  forma- 
tion. 

A  new  law  has  been  enacted  which  establishes 
procedures  to  follow  when  human  bones  are  acci- 
dentally discovered. 

2.  Who  is  involved? 

Private  citizens 

State  and  Local  Police 

Medical  Examiners 

State  Archaeologist 

Commission  on  Indian  Affairs 

3.  What  should  you  do  if  you  discover  bones? 
Do  not  touch  or  disturb  the  bones.  Notify  the  state 
or  local  police  and  the  regional  medical  examiner 
about  the  discovery  and  location. 

4.  What  does  the  Medical  Examiner  do? 

The  Medical  Examiner  investigates  the  discovery  to 
determine  whether  the  bones  are  human,  and 
whether  they  are  recent  or  more  than  100  years  old. 
If  the  bones  are  less  than  100  years  old,  a  criminal 
investigation  may  be  warranted.  If  the  bones  are 
more  than  100  years  old,  the  Medical  Examiner  then 
notifies  the  State  Archaeologist,  who  immediately 
conducts  an  archaeological  investigation  of  the  site. 
Throughout  these  investigations,  the  police  authori- 
ties must  insure  that  the  site  is  protected  from 
further  damage. 


5 .  What  does  the  State  Archaeologist  do? 

Tlie  State  Archaeologist  investigates  the  site  to 
determine  the  age,  cultural  association  and  identity 
of  the  burial.  If  the  State  Archaeologist  determines 
that  the  burial  is  that  of  a  Native  American,  the 
Commission  on  Indian  Affairs  is  notified.  The  State 
Archaeologist  consults  with  the  landowner  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  burial  can  remain  undisturbed.  In 
the  case  of  development  projects,  the  owner  and 
State  Archaeologist  discuss  whether  there  are  pru- 
dent and  feasible  steps  the  owner  can  take  to 
protect  the  burial.  If  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  future 
harm  to  the  burial,  the  State  Archaeologist  removes 
the  remains. 

6.  What  does  the  Commission  on  Indian 
Affairs  do? 

The  archaeological  investigation  of  Indian  burials  is 
monitored  by  the  Commission  on  Indian  Affairs  to 
insure  that  the  remains  are  treated  respectfully. 


Please  remember:  Once  bones  or 
artifacts  are  removed  from  the  site, 
valuable  information  concerning 
the  identity  and  age  of  the  human 
remains  is  lost.  Therefore,  it  is 
important  not  to  disturb  the  site  in 
any  way  until  the  State  Archaeolo- 
gist can  conduct  an  investigation 
and  record  the  discovery.

3 .  Q :     What  are  the  oldest  human  skeletal  remains  that  have  been 

found  in  Massachusetts? 
A:     The  oldest  dated  human  skeletal  remains  in  Massachusetts 
were  discovered  on  a  site  in  Hull  and  date  to  about  4,000 
years  ago.     Due  to  the  generally  high  acidity  of 
Massachusetts  soils  it  is  rare  to  find  burials  still 
preserved  that  are  older  than  2,000  years. 

4 .  Q :     What  should  someone  do  if  they  find  human  remains  or  an 

unmarked  burial  site? 
A:     Notify  the  police.     For  more  information,   please  refer  to 
MHC  publication  "Know  How  #4". 

5 .  Q :     What  is  involved  in  an  archaeological  investigation  of  a 

burial  site? 

A:  The  MHC ' s  investigations  of  burial  sites  include  fieldwork 
and  documentary  research.  At  the  site,  MHC  archaeologists 
conduct  systematic  archaeological  testing  to  identify  the 
size  and  extent  of  the  burial  ground  and  to  gather 
preliminary  information  regarding  cultural  affiliation  and 
antiquity  of  the  burial  site.  Documentary  research  entails 
review  of  historical  records,  maps  and  deeds  pertaining  to 
the  site. 


6 .     Q :     What  can  we  learn  form  unmarked  burial  sites? 

A:     Controlled  site  investigation  and  laboratory  analysis  can 
determine  the  identity  of  the  individuals  in  terms  of  the 
date  of  the  burial,  age,  race,   sex,  health,  stature,  diet, 
cause  of  death,    trauma,    and  pathology.      Burial  practices 
can  be  understood  and  analyzed  in  relation  to  social, 
religious  and  economic  factors. 
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7 .  Q :     How  can  you  tell  if  the  burial  is  that  of  an  Indian? 

A:    The  field  investigation  provides  data  concerning  the  method 
of  burial    (burial  position) ,   depth,  stratigraphy, 
artifacts,   and  character  of  the  skeletal  remains.  A 
preliminary  analysis  can  be  made  to  identify  whether  the 
burial  is  that  of  an  Indian.    A  final  identification  can  be 
made  after  laboratory  analysis  is  completed. 

8 .  Q :     Where  are  artifacts  and  human  skeletal  remains  stored  and 

how  are  they  curated? 
A:    Archaeological  artifacts  are  stored  at  various  institutions 
in  Massachusetts  and  New  England  that  have  museum 
facilities  so  that  they  are  available  for  research.  Human 
skeletal  remains  that  are  not  Indian  are  similarly  curated. 
Indian  skeletal  remains,   after  they  are  analyzed,  are 
transferred  to  the  Commission  on  Indian  Affairs  whose 
policy  is  to  rebury  the  remains  in  a  protected  location. 

9 .  Q :     What  happens  to  the  construction  work  schedule  when  a 

burial  site  is  encountered? 
A:     It's  a  case  by  case  situation.    The  State  Archaeologist  and 
developer  consult  immediately  to  determine  whether  the 
burial  can  be  avoided  or  whether  it  must  be  removed. 
Usually  burial  sites  are  very  small  and  can  be  accommodated 
within  the  open  space  of  a  given  development,  resulting  in 
little  delay  to  the  construction  project.

Artifact  -  A  material  object  recovered  from  an  archaeological  site 
which  was  purposefully  modified  or  manufactured  by  man. 
Examples  of  artifacts  include:  spear  points,  arrowheads, 
knives,  scrapers  and  other  tools;  pottery,  bottles,  nails,  and 
bricks.  Many  objects  are  found  at  archaeological  sites  which 
are  not  artifacts  such  as  foodstuffs,  bone,  shell  and  plant 
remains,  skeletal  remains  and  features  -  all  of  which  are 
studied  and  analyzed  as  well. 

B.P.  -  "Before  Present" 

Chipping  Waste  -  Many  prehistoric  stone  tools  were  made  by  breaking 
or  "knapping"  a  piece  of  stone.  This  results  in  the 
production  of  numerous  stone  flakes. 

Cultural  affiliation  -  The  "culture"  of  "society"  with  which  the 
occupants  of  the  site  are  associated.  Cultural  affiliation 
can  be  as  broad  as  "Indian"  or  "European"  or  as  fine-grained 
as  "Wampanoag  Indians  of  the  Gay  Head  Tribe"  or  "Irish 
Americans " . 

Dentition  -  Refers  to  the  teeth.  Can  be  studied  to  help  determine 
the  individual's  age  at  death,  diet,  racial  characteristics 
and  health. 

Extended  burial  -  A  burial  which  is  laid  flat  on  its  back. 

Feature  -  A  term  used  by  an  archaeologist  to  describe  something 
that  is  man-made  but  is  too  large  to  retrieve  and  bring  back 
to  the  laboratory  whole.  For  example,  a  floor  or  foundation 
of  a  house,   a  trash  pit,   a  burial  shaft  or  a  post  mold. 

Flexed  burial  -  A  term  used  to  describe  the  burial  position  when 
the  burial  is  found  in  a  fetal  position. 

Lithics  -  A  term  archaeologists  use  to  refer  to  fragments  of  stone 
or  stone  tools  which  were  left  behind  at  archaeological  sites 
by  the  past  occupants  (chipping  waste,  artifacts,  tools,  and 
ornaments  made  of  stone) . 

Midden    (shell  midden)    -  A  heavy  concentration   of   shells  (clam, 
oyster,  quahog,  etc.)  which  were  discarded  in  a  heap  or  buried 
in  a  pit. 

Multiple  occupations,  single  occupations  -  Used  chiefly  to  describe 
the  use  of  habitation  sites  (villages,  campsites)  and  their 
frequency  of  use. 
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Praying  Indians  -  A  term  used  to  describe  Indians  who  were 
converted  to  Christianity  by  John  Eliot  in  the  17th  and  18th 
centuries . 

Preservation  Restriction  -  An  easement  or  restriction  which  is 
placed  on  the  deed  of  the  property  in  order  to  preserve  its 
important  historic  or  archaeological  qualities  in  perpetuity. 

Soil  horizons  (soil  layers)  -  Distinctive  layers  of  soil  sediments 
created  by  natural  causes  such  as  the  decay  of  plants  or 
glaciers.  The  topsoil  has  a  very  dark  appearance,  while 
underlying  soil  layers  are  usually  lighter  in  color.  If  the 
soil  horizons  have  been  disturbed  by  human  actions  such  as 
plowing  or  digging,  archaeologists  are  still  able  to  recognize 
these  occurrences  hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  years  later 
through  observations  of  minute  changes  in  the  color  and 
texture  of  the  soil  horizons. 

Stratigraphy  -  A  layering  phenomenon  that  exists  at  some 
archaeological  sites  which  allows  archaeologists  to  determine 
the  chronological  order  in  which  different  items  at  the  site 
were  left  behind.  Generally,  more  recent  cultural  material  is 
found  in  layers  on  top  of  older  materials .
